Section 1. Section 321.210D, subsection 4, Code 2007, is
amended to read as follows:

4. Upon receiving a record of conviction under section
321.206, for a violation of section 707.6A, subsection 1 or 2,
and upon revocation of the person”s license or operating
privileges under section 321.209, the_ suspension under
subsection 2 shall automatically terminate in favor of the
revocation. 1f the conviction is for a violation of section
707.6A. subsection 2, and the defendant is under twenty=one
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vears of age, the period of revocation shall be at least until
1 11 the defendant reaches twenty=one years of age, and the

1 12 defendant shall not be eligible for a temporary restricted

1 13 license until the defendant reaches twenty=one years of age.
14 Sec. 2. Section 321.210D, Code 2007, is amended by adding

11 a. Order the state department of transportation to revoke
12 the defendant®"s driver®s license or nonresident operatin
13 privileges for a period of six years. The defendant shall
14 surrender to the court any lowa license_or permit and the
15 court shall forward the license or permit to the department
16 with a coPy of the revocation order. The defendant shall not
17 be eligible for a temporary restricted license for at least
18 two years after the revocation. 1f the defendant is under

19 twenty-one years of age, the revocation period shall be the
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2 20 longer of six years or until the defendant reaches twenty=one
2 21 years of age, and the defendant shall not be eligible for a
2 22 temporary restricted license for at least two years or until
2 23 the defendant reaches twenty=one years of age., whichever
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occurs later.
EXPLANATION

This bill provides that when the department revokes the
driver™s license of a person under 21 years of age upon
conviction of vehicular homicide, the period of revocation
shall be at least until the person reaches age 21, and the
person shall not be eligible for a temporary restricted
license until the person reaches age 21. The same
restrictions apply for a person under age 21 whose driver"s
license is revoked by the court upon_conviction of vehicular
homicide connected with operating while intoxicated.
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
